St. Louis, Mo., June 13.—Delegates 
gathering for the dem ocratic national 
convention have turned from discus­ 
sion of ticket and platform to con­ 
sideration of chairm an of the new na­ 
tional committee and those to be as­ 
sociated with him in the m anagem ent 
of W ilson’s campaign for re-election. 
Three names are under considera­ 
tion today for the chairm anship. They 
are United States 
Senator 
Willard 
Saulsbury, 
of 
Delaware; H om er S. 
Cummings, of Connecticut, now vice 
chairm an of the present committee, 
and Col. E. M. House, of New York. 
President Wilson, who is kept con­ 
stan tly advised of developments here, 
indicated that any one of the three 
m en was agreeable to him. 
W ilbur ll. Marsh, national commit­ 
teem an from Iowa, is most likely to 
be chosen as tre a su rer 
to 
succeed 
Rolla Wells, th e 
present 
treasurer. 
H enry M orgenthau probably will again 
be chairm an of the finance com m it­ 
tee. 
The new national com m ittee m eets 
on S aturday and expects to ( lect the 
chairm an al that time. 
The com m it­ 
teem en generally 
agree 
th a t 
they 
would prefer to nam e as leader one 
of their own m em bers, and will do 
so 
unless 
W ilson 
w ants 
someone 
else. 
Mr. Cummings is almost certain to 
be the m an if the chairm an is taken 
from w ithin th eir own number. 
Mr. 
H ouse is President W ilson's personal 
friend, and has carried out m any m is­ 
sions for the W hite House. 
Wilbui M arsh led the fight for the 
Clark forces from Iowa and tile mid 
die w estern states at the Baltimore 
convention four years ago 
and 
his 
election, was urged, 
W'ould 
further 
heal any scars th a t rem ain from that 
contest. 
Prospect of a fight over a vice pres­ 
idential nom inee dim inished today as 
incoming delegates lined 
up 
behind 
Vice President Marshall. 
The situa­ 
tion as to the Roger Sullivan boom, 
which neither Sullivan nor his sup­ 
porters took seriously, is this: 
Senator Jam es Hamilton Lewis, on 
his arrival, declared that if Sullivan’s 
friends persisted, he would take, the 
field as a vice presidential candidate, 
with the avowed purpose of dividing 
the Illinois delegation, and thus aid 
in killing the Sullivan boom. 
The la tte r’s friends declared that if 
Lewis persisted th at both campaigns 
would end before any balloting was 
done. 
Governor Morehead,

reached St. Louis and said he had 
started in to diagnose his own case, 
and find out w hether his boom was 
healthy.

I have no chance for the nomination, I 
will w ithdraw , but will not attem pt to 
sw itch my supporters to another man, 
leaving them to vote as they please.”

For Four Hours the Am ericans Con­ 
tinued the Flight— Three of the 


Bandits Said to Have 


Been Killed. 


Field H eadquarters of Gen. Persli- 
ings, June 12, by Radio to Columbus, 


N. M., June 13.—The finishing blow’ 


was given the largest surviving band 
of Villa men in Chihuahua on June 9, 
by tw enty men of the United States 
cavalry under Capt. R ethorst, in a 
dashing fight in a canyon tw enty miles 
north of Santa Clara, near here. The 
Americans were unhurt. 
The American 
routed 
twenty-five 
bandits, killing three, wounding sev­ 
eral. capturing att their horses and 
saddles, and some rifles. 
A night ride brought the Americans 
into the canyon at 
daybreak. 
They 
roundel! a turn within 200 yards of the 
bandits. 
It was a complete surprise. 
There was a headlong rush am ong 
the Villa 
followers, 
who 
grabbed 
rifles and fought from behind trees. 
The Americans dismounted and soon 
had routed the bandits. 
For four hours the A m ericans con­ 
tinued the pursuit, fighting from the 
shelter of rocks. 
Several Mexicans 
w ere shot, but their bodies were not 
found. 
This band w*as the largest surviving 
one of the force of Candelaria Cer­ 
vantes, who wTas killed three weeks 
ago bv Americans, regarded as the

His address ran through the entire 
list of subjects discussed 
by Justice 
Hughes in his telegram accepting the 
republican nomination, 
and 
he 
de­ 
clared th a t the United States is ready 
to join w ith other nations in seeing 
that justice is given to all. 
He added 
that 
true 
Americans 
should set a good example. 
The pres­ 
ident. declared the present war did not 
come by accident, but that it had to 
come. 
The United States w ants noth­ 
ing from Europe, and there is nothing 
she wants which she m ust 
get 
by 
w'ar.” 
He said that no man can tell what 
the next day will bring forth. 
The 
word “Americanism” was used by the 
president for the first time in recent 
addresses. 
He warned the graduates 
against militarism. 
The 
president’s 
speech was interrupted by applause.

New’ York, June IS.—W hether ha 
ball is a more thrilling game that 


was a generation or so ago ma. 
be disputed, but almost all who know 
agree that the hall player of today is 
more gentlemanly and better behav­ 
ed. 
Any old-timer will tell you that it 
was not so long ago when ball players 
were thought to be the rudest and 
most unmannerly 
of 
persons, 
and 
hotel keepers welcomed them just as 
eagerly as they did the criminally in­ 
sane. 
Twenty years ago 
a 
camel 
could crawl through a needle’s eye 
with greater ease than a ball player 
could get into a first-olass hotel. 
Rowdiness and rough stuff on the 
field W’ere more frequent things then 
than now’. 
It was then that an um­ 
pire’s job wras too precarious to ex­ 
cite envy. A game was thought to he 
a lanquid affair if at some point an 
outfielder didn’t romp in and poke the 
umpire on the right ear. 
“Fans,” too, had parts in the fun 
and would frequently he so stirred at

Brandeis, of Boston, to fill the vacan­ 
cy resulting from the death of Jus­ 
tice Lamar. 
Senator Stone, of Missouri; Senator 
Owen, of Oklahoma, and other demo­ 
cratic leaders have criticised the nom­ 
ination of Hughes by the republicans 
last week on the ground that it is 
wrong 
to 
draw 
upon the supreme 
bench to fill political offices. 
In several states there are laws p ro 
hibiting state* judges from accepting 
nominations t o /elective offices w hile 
on the bench, the democratic leaders 
point out.

Thousands of dollars’ worth of fruit 
trees are destroyed every year by the 
ravages of the little hark beetle. 
Figure I is highly magnified, while 
a, 2, J and 4 are natural size. 
Early iii April or March the adult 
bootle, a. a brownish black insect, 
about three-fourths 
of 
an inch 
in 
length and about one-eighth of an inch 
wide, with finely ribbed, hard outer 
wings, burrows into tho bark of the 
fruit tree and lays very tiny eggs in 
an especially prepared groove, Fig. 
3, b. 
Shortly after, they hatch into tiny 
wrinkled larvae, Fig. 4, with yellow' 
heads which do tho havoc by timnel-

ing the bark in every direction. Fig. 
3, sapping the life of the tree and rid­ 
dling the bark with shotlike holes, 
Fig. 2. 
Soon the tree becomes dry 
and dead and the work is complete, 
says a w riter in Successful Farming. 
To prevent the depredations of this 
pest, wash the trees w ith carbolic acid 
soap during the early part of March 
or April. 
Clean culture should be tho 
slogan of every culturist w here this 
bark beetle is found. 


TIME TO PRUNE APPLE TREES 


Early 
Spring 
Is 
Recommended— Se­ 
vere Pruning Not Necessary— 
Do the Work Gradually. 


Early spring is the best time to 
prune apple trees. 
More and more at­ 
tention is being given to the pruning 
cf young and old trees in order that 
they may be able to support large 
loads of fruit. 
Yet too many trees 
have been neglected and now look like 
brush heaps instead of fruit trees. 
Neglected trees should have all dead 
and interlocking branches removed 
this year. 
Next year a few more 
needless branches should be taken out 
and some of the others shortened. 
The following year others should be 
cut out. 
In this way severe pruning 
is not necessary and a tree is got 
into good form gradually.

Brooding Laboratory Used at Kansas State Agricultural College. 


The two most important factors in 
chick raising are comfort and proper 
food, according to N. L. Harris, super­ 
intendent of the Kansas agricultural 
college poultry farm. 
“The little chick, whether naturally 
or artificially batched, should not be 
given anything to eat until it shows 
signs of being decidedly hungry’, which 
will usually be in about 36 to 48 
hours,” comments Superintendent H ar­ 
ris. 
‘ One of the first feeds that the 
young chick should receive is fine sand 
or commercial chick grit and a good 
drink of sour milk or buttermilk if 
possible. 
More digestive troubles in 
incubator chicks are caused by lack of 
grit than by any other one thing. 
“One of the essentials in maintain­ 
ing good digestion is a liberal supply 
of either sour milk or buttermilk. 
In 
a few* hours after the sand and milk 
have been fed, a very small quantity 
of hard 
boiled 
egg, including the 
shell, chopped fine and mixed with 
bread crumbs or relied oats, may be 
given. 
A good proportion is one part 
egg and five parts bread crumbs or 
rolled oats. 
Mash for Young Chicks. 
“On the second day equal parts of 
cracked w heat and coni should be scat­ 
tered in a litter. 
At the same time a 
m a-h consisting of 18 parts of corn 
meal, 21 parts of wheat bran, four 
parts of bone meal, and two parts of 
granulated charcoal should be given. 
The charcoal is not a feed but acts as 
a regulator. 
The mash should be fed 
in 
shallow’ 
troughs 
that 
are 
kept 
scrupulously clean. 
If chicks have a 
free range, this mash may be kept be­ 
fore them at all times. 
It, however. 
they are confined to small pens, only 
v hat they w ill clean up in about 20 
minutes should be given them. 
“During tho first week or ten days it 
I j best to feed live times a day, after 
.v hi ch time three times dailv is suffi- 


v heat and w?hole kafir should take the 
place of the cracked grains. 
Whole 
kafir is a splendid feed for young 
chicks. 
‘‘Where an abundant supply of sour 
milk is not available it will be found 
necessary to add half a pound of corn 
and meat scrap' to the dry mash after 
the first week. 
This should gradually7 
be increased to reach four pounds at 
the end of the fourth week. 
Fond cf Onions. 
“When the hatch is brought off 
early and there is ne t an abundance of 
green shoots, it will be found benefi­ 
cial 
feed an onion once or twice 
daily. 
Slice the onion crosswise so as 
to form rings. 
Onion is highly rel­ 
ished by young chicks and is especial­ 
ly desirable on cold, damp days. Later 
in the season, when it is possible to 
allow th.' young chicks to run out for 
green food, the question of exercise 
does not need to be considered. 
“One of the most im portant features 
in raising young chicks is not to over­ 
feed. and one of the best methods cf 
feeding is to allow the young chicks 
all they care to eat until noon, at 
which tim e they should be allowed to 
become hungry, even to the point of 
crying a little. 
At night they should 
be given a liberal supply of feed so 
they will go under the hover with full 
crops. 
Comfort Is Keynote. 
“The keynote to success in raising 
young chicks is comfort. If the chicks 
are given sufficient to cat and plenty 
of exercise anti are not allowed to be­ 
come chilled they7 will thrive and re­ 
turn ample profit for the care given 
them. They must have a properly con­ 
structed hover where the heat is suf­ 
ficient to warm them quickly if they 
become chilled. 
All their quarters 
must be kept perfectly dry and clean 
No chick can be comfortable if com 
relied to remain in damp or dirty

Matters of Interest Picked Up From 
Various Sources for the Bene­ 
fit of the Sedalia Demo­ 
crat Readers. 


The threatened break between the 


representatives of the United States 


railroads and their train service em­ 


ployes over wage and adjustment was 


averted, tem porarily at least, last aft­ 


ernoon, says a New York dispatch of 
the 12th, when the railroads announc­ 
ed that their counter proposition sub­ 
mitted Monday morning need be con­ 
sidered as m erely tentative. 
The em­ 
ployes* representatives agreed to dis­ 
cuss it with that understanding. 
Elish a Lee, chairman of the rail­ 
road managers* committee, said that 
their proposition, tho so-called yard­ 
stick method of compensation, had not 
been intended as a final answer to the 
demands of the men. 
To this the j 
employes’ representatives said that 
rather than have it believed they had 
“ disagreed on a shadow” they w*ere 
willing to let the railroad managers 
explain how their proposition would 
apply. 
Before the afternoon session re­ 
sumed Mr. Lee announced that he had 
received a request from ll. A. W h eel­ 
er, of Chicago, chairman of the rail­ 
road situation committee of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce of the United States, 
asking permission to appear at the 
conference with the privilege of ask­ 
ing questions, “ with a view* to taking 
a possible hand in the controversy.” 
The railroads* chairman said he had 
no objection to the request, and A. 
B. Garretson for the employes said 
that neither did he, “ provided we are 
still in session tomorrow.” 
Mr. Lee explained that the Cham­ 
ber of ('omm erce had expressed a de­ 
sire to prevent a strike and to avert 
any disagreement until some action 
had been token by 
the 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission to investigate 
the men’s wages. 
The railroads’ answer to Hie men’s 
demand was a tentative offer of com­ 
promise, granting the eight-hour day 
and overtim e, providing the double 
compensation rule is wiped out. 
The 
railroads m aintain that if the men de­ 
sire a shortened work day they must 
put in the full time in whatever class 
of service they are assigned. 
Under 
existing rules an engineer on a 100- 
m ile run— usually a 
day’s 
wrork— is 
granted overtime if within his work­ 
ing day lie performs another class of 


service. 
A. B. Garretson, president of the 
Order of Railroad Conductors, said: 
“ Our proposition is not m odifiable— 
it is either it or nothing. 
Our propo­ 
sition's chief demand is the eight-hour 
day. 
Tin. overtim e is sim ply a pen­ 
alty to enforce it. 
Our answer is that 
if the ‘yard stick* is you** united offer 
thoro is no r e a s o q for continuation of 
this conference.” 
Elish a Lee, chairm an of the railroad 
managers,, declared he could not agree 
with the brotherhood. 
The overtime, 
he said, instead of enforcing the eight- 
hour day, would act as an incentive 
to the men to lengthen their day’s 


wrork.
